Spiritualism, by disposing men's minds to justice and trmh, 
would have heen a useful ally to the friends of reform ; hut 
unless its interests as 2 means of reforming the world, am 
protected by the higher and purer influences of another sphere, 
who are able to free it from the contaminating associations in 
which it is now presented, it must fail in a great measure of 
producing that deep interest and beneficial influence that we 
should reasonably expect from its superhuman source and ford 
ble sppeal to those mighty truths which reveal to the human 
soul its original and futare destiny. Men of judicious and 
moderate views are apt to look with distrust on this movement 
which has to sustain not only the weichts of its own obani 
ties and euntradictions, with the error: and iudiscretions of its 
friends, but it has also been eagerly seized on as a convenient 
vehicle for their raviaga by oll that clase of reckless enthosasts 
aud reformers who are so mach more dangerous to their friends 
than their enemies, whose wild enthusiasm. nnd snperfluons er 
ergy, if not carefully gnided into some harmless channel, te 
come: dangerous to soviety. Inespable of just and necurat 
modes of thought, these fanatics readily adopt any new ides 
that promises excitement and agitation. This, in time, be 
comes «t monomania, to which all things else muet be made 
suhsrvient. Nothing is eufficiently high or toa holy, no cot 
enquencea gmfficieutly disastrous to check them in their mad 
career, From such ‘reformers? na these France hus bera 
compelled to serk repose in a military despotism, afler three 
generation of anarchy, blood ond terror.
